“What Can I Do?” 


The son of a former governor of 
Formosa has withdrawn his pledge to 
a fraternity at a famous “Christian” 
American university — “by request” 
because he is Chinese. T. C. Wu, 
noted Chinese statesman who has 
lectured in many American univer- 
sities, churches and clubs, sent his 
son, Sherman Wu, to Northwestern 
University. Young Wu was pledged 
to a fraternity, then the chapter pres- 
ident had to inform him that some 
of the other pledges and older mem- 
bers objected to his membership for 
racial reasons. Several thousand 
campuses in America face the same 
problem among their clubs, frater- 
nities and sororities, which often 
bar Jews and South Americans, as 
well as Negroes and Asian-Ameri- 
cans. Such attitudes usually arise 
from viewpoints prevailing in the 
students’ homes. None of us can 
evade the question, “Where would 
my son or daughter stand in a con- 
troversy of this kind?” 

Even more pertinent is the ques- 
tion, “Where do I stand?” In our 
local organizations, are representa- 
tives of other racial groups admitted 
to membership? We know of one 
Rotary Club that includes a Japan- 
ese-American member, but we have 
yet to see a service club (and the 
editor of Between The Lines often 
visits three or four in one week) 
where a Negro businessman has 
been present. Are such clubs truly 
American? In thousands of Ameri- 
can towns, there are able, responsi- 
ble Negro professional and business 
men who would add much to com- 
munity life if they could sit down 
once a week with other leaders. 

It is easy to condemn other states 
and other nations for their intoler- 
ance and prejudice, but to share 
some of the stress and strain by 
pioneering in brotherhood in our 
own communities isn’t easy or com- 
fortable. The Christian way of life, 
when we really live up to its chal- 
lenge, is never dull or uneventful.

X-Ray and Forecast 


HE MOST IMPORTANT PART OF THE NEWS is the motivation 

of men and nations as they make the news. But this deals chiefly 

with the spiritual nature of men. The world press daily demonstrates mir- 
acles of speed in detailing “what” happens — covering fully “who, what, 
where and when” — but little attempt is made to explain “why.” This is 
a much harder task, for it concerns motivations which are basically spiritual. 
THIS NEWSLETTER makes no attempt to “cover the news.” Our 

last issue (Nov. 15), for instance, went to press before the British-French 
attack into the Suez and just before the savage Russian assault upon Hun- 
gary. Everything reported in that issue, nevertheless, is still vital and to 
the point — because the fires that burn deep within men’s hearts, sending 
the events of each day boiling and scudding to the top, change little. For 
we depend, not on high speed wire contacts, but upon the valuable help 
of many over the earth — educators, economic aid specialists, embassy 
and consular attachees, refugee administrators, missionaries and others 
whose professional tasks keep them close to those fires burning within 
men. The years have certainly proved the perception of such observers. 


HE UNITED NATIONS IS STILL THE FOCAL CENTER of ac- 

tion and hope, for all the world knows that a substitute for war must 
be found —and soon. The UN persists as the symbol of this hope. 
The realization that a real war will certainly destroy our civilization 
forces the nations who still resort to violence, in implementing their poli- 
cies, to return to the UN to save themselves and the world from the pit. 
They are like the dissolute inebriate who returns to his spouse after each 


wild fling, knowing that she, with her frail feminity, is the only one who

Much self-deception is again af- 
flicting the American press and ra- 
dio over what is claimed to be a big 
switch in Soviet tactics. For ten 
years the military and political ex- 
tremists have preached that (1) Rus- 
sia would launch a massive assault 
upon Western Europe and America 
were it not for the atom bomb; 
(2) that they were going to do it 
anyway. Numerous articles * and 
books have been published by the 
professional spokesmen for these ex- 
treme views, forecasting the nature 
and probable time of such an as- 
sault. Various dates were set. When 
the Korean war came, headlines 
flared that “this is it.” When the 
Soviets did not use the Korean con- 
flict as an opportunity for a general 
assault upon the free world, the ex- 
tremists set 1954 as the deadline, 
then ’55 and finally °56. 

These militaristic views find ready 
access to the press and radio be- 
cause of the immense military, eco- 
nomic and political pressures in- 
volved. A war scare increases mili- 
tary appropriations, creates a new 
flood of orders for steel, planes, 
ships, tanks, uniforms and moun- 
tains of miscellaneous equipment, 
brings promotions and larger com- 
mands to military career men, offers 
politicians a chance to swim for- 
ward on the waves of public emo- 
tion. Therefore most of the advan- 
tages, the prestige and popular ac- 
claim are on the side of the military 
extremist. 

But since these sources of infor- 
mation have proved to be wrong 
year after year, while the sources 
which this newsletter has depended 
upon have proved to be astonishing- 
ly accurate, we humbly submit that 
the military and political extremists 
can be wrong again and that the 
much less known students of the 
Communist doctrinaire and of Rus- 
sian life and history can be right, as 
they have been consistently in the 


past. We beg our readers to study

carefully this brief analysis, there- 
fore, holding it in mind for the fu- 
ture, so that a path of understand- 
ing will remain open to them when 
all around may be confusion and 
fear. To explain these factors in 
current history is not to condone 
the unspeakable brutalities perpe- 
trated by the Russians, but it is im- 
portant that we have the facts in or- 
der to understand the events. 

The aims of the Communist dic- 
tatorship in Moscow have changed 
little since 1928, when Stalin con- 
solidated his position over the 
Trotsky faction and inaugurated the 
first five-year program.While Stalin’s 
regime progressively assumed the 
character of that Tarter tyrant, 
after forms familiar in Russian and 
Asian history, the basic course of 
the Communist revolution did not 
change, nor has it changed today. 
(The exception would be where it 
has been compelled to revise its 
concepts of capitalism as capitalism 
has proved infinitely more creative 
and responsive to the forces of his- 
tory than had been envisioned by 
the early Marxists.) 

The two-fold aim of the Moscow 
Communist state has been to win 
the World to Marxist communism 
through the expansion of the uni- 
versal Soviet state and to defend 
Russia, “the mother of Soviets,” 
from “capitalist aggression.” 

The universal Soviet state is en- 
visioned as based on the revolution- 
ary principles of equality of race, 
equality of sex and the economic 
equality of a classless society. 
Equality of race and sex still have a 
strong revolutionary appeal; the 
classless concept has become cloud- 
ed by the hard fact of the unequal 
nature of human capacities as ex- 
perienced within the Soviet itself. 

The aim to defend Russia’s vast 
borders against attack from a capi- 
talist power or a combination of 
capitalist powers is augmented by 
Marx’s prophecies that such attacks 
would come. Such an_ invasion 
nearly happened in 1918 to 1920 
when the Allies occupied Archangel 
and other points on Russia’s peri- 
meter. Then an invasion did come 
in 1941 when the West, through the 
Munich pact, managed to turn the 
Nazi hordes Eastward instead of 
Westward. London’s Neville Cham- 
berlain would have been England’s 
greatest hero instead of the notori- 
ous “appeaser,” had Hitler made 
good his gains in Russia. For the 
English and French strategists who 
backed Chamberlain — and there 
were many — believed that Hitler 
would successfully overrun Russia 
but at such cost that German re- 
sources for a century would be ab- 
sorbed in consolidating so great a 
conquest. The world, thus having 


been freed of the first monster, 
(continued third col., THIS page)

can put the pieces of his broken world together again. 

THE BRITISH-AMERICAN ALLIANCE WAS SHATTERED by 
Britain’s resort to violence along the Suez. Moscow has learned that her 
alliances are also meaningless — as pointed out in our last release. The 
Russians have made little or no gain in building the “universal Soviet 
state,” — the goal of Marxism. They have bound the Marxist empire to- 
gether by oppression and hate, assuming that the fiery cords would cool 
into sweetness and cooperation. If a major war came, Moscow now real- 
izes that the satellites would not be allies but enemies within the gates, 
undermining and destroying Soviet power from within. Moscow subdued 
Hungary but conquered nothing worth keeping. 


HE RESORT TO VIOLENCE IN THE NEAR EAST by “Chris- 

tian” nations — Britain and France — will bring reproach and costly 
recriminations to the Western world for years to come. It may bring 
Armageddon to Western Christianity. 

THE APOLOGISTS FOR VIOLENCE have tried to pass this 
fact over lightly, to push it back quickly so it will be forgotten. The Brit- 
ish-French bayonets and bombs did not strike just at Egypt, but at all 
Asia and Africa as time will show, and the press of Asia and North Africa 
already reflects this fait accompli. The full story begins in Poland. 


THE WORLD WILL LONG REMEMBER how the rebellion in 
Poland and the surging upthrust of freedom in Hungary had focussed the 
burning rays of the world’s moral judgment on Russia. The United Nations 
was serving its purpose then with devastating effectiveness; 80 nations 
and uncounted millions over the world saw how the UN council cham- 
bers could in reality become civilized man’s substitute for primitive man’s 
field of blood. The Soviet then ordered its armies out of Poland and out 
of Hungary to ease the pressure and to prevent outbreaks of violence that 
would further weaken Russia’s position. The atmosphere in all the diplo- 
matic world became electric with a new sense of victory and hope. 


WITH THIS NEW SENSE OF MORAL AUTHORITY, the UN 
was marshalling its resources to deal with the troublesome problem in the 
Near East when the first news came of the British-French assault upon 
Egypt. The retreating Soviet tanks halted on the borders of Hungary, and 
Kremlin leaders were reported to have been in constant conference dur- 
ing these hours of crisis. When the full-scale attack against Egypt by 
Britian and France became a certainty, the Soviet forces slowly re-formed 
their ranks and, after a few more hours of indecision, the Red tanks and 
divisions struck back into Hungary with finality and determination. 

THE GUILT OF BRITAIN AND FRANCE for this reversal of 
the course of history cannot be brushed aside. To all those who had been 
striving to build the peace, it was like working all day to construct a brick 
wall, then having vandals push it over before the cement had set — ex- 
cept that the day had been ten years long. The Associated Press said on 
Nov. 5, “If the West had kept clear of using military force against small- 
er nations, great moral and spiritual pressures could have been exerted 
upon the Soviet . . . Many U. S. officials are convinced of this and are 
greatly disturbed, many embittered.” 


BUT MILITARY EXTREMISTS AND APOLOGISTS FOR 
LONDON have since tried to weaken all such judgment by describing the 
British-French attack as a “police” action, forced upon Britain “by the 
failure of the UN to act.” A more flagrant and dangerous falsehood could 
scarcely be contemplated. If the UN could act to restore peace as it was 
asked to do after a week of international anarchy and slaughter in the 
Suez Zone, what could it have done with the support of Britain, France, 
the U. S. and other nations standing solidly behind it while the air was 
still filled with the moral victory over Moscow? 

THERE HAS BEEN A FLURRY OF ACTION to cover up the 
considerable evidence that the initial attack by Israeli forces — which the 
British used as the excuse for the attack on Egypt — was plotted in Lon- 
don and Paris, with a strong aroma of Churchillian cigars clinging about 
the decision. (Remember the bloody debacle in the Dardenelles in World 
War I when Churchill as a strategist proved less than a genius? Also the 
plan forced on the U. S. in World War II to attack the “soft under-belly 
of Europe” through Italy — which didn’t prove soft before our mechan- 
ized units, gained little and cost dearly in American blood?) 

THE RECORD SHOWS that the Israelis staged their attack into 
Egypt’s Sinai area in perfect coordination with the approach of the French 
and British forces at both ends of the Suez Canal, which required de- 
ployment thousands of miles apart by sea, since they could not have used 
the Canal while it was under Egyptian control. Not only were these wide- 
spread maneuvers closely integrated with Israel’s initial invasion, but the 
action of the British, French and Israeli forces during the attack was

tacks upon the Soviet through 
Northeast Manchuria, dividing the 
Soviets’ highly developed military 
and industrial Pacific maritime 
provinces from European Russia, 
by means of lightening attacks up. 
on the Soviet possible at any time 


from the Western front in Europe. 


An influential group of military 
men and senators have urged this 
plan upon the White House until 
only recently. Though little discus, 
sed in public, this was the “grand 
strategy” behind the whipped-up 
war fevers over Indonesia and 
Formosa a few months ago. 

These factors are important, for 
only with them in mind are we able 
to see the world as it looks from 
the Kremlin. The American public 
has been kept blind to this aspect 
of our relations with Russia, has 
been coached to think the Soviets 
were primed to attack this country 
— when, actually, Moscow has had 
just as good reasons to prepare for 
and expect the capitalist West to 
attack Russia. Since we have ringed 
Russia with U. S. bombing bases, 
(which she has not been able to re- 
ciprocate), Moscow can present a 
strong case to the Russian people 
that the capitalist nations plan to 
attack Russia. 

This analysis is supported by the 
fact, as this newsletter has re- 
peatedly stressed, that Soviet mili- 
tary might is overwhelmingly com- 
posed of land-based defensive arm- 
aments and not designed for long- 
range major assaults on foreign 
shores —a fact which is consist- 
ently ignored in the popular news 
channels. Sometimes it would seem 
that the nature of Soviet military 
might is deceitfully misrepresented 
to the American people. While the 
Russian total armed might may be 
three times that of the U. S. (Wash- 
ington official estimates are two to 
one)in manpower, number of tanks, 
artillery, short-range fighter planes 
and other land-based defense equip- 
ment, the Russian Navy is only 20 
per cent or one-fifth that of Ameri- 
ca’s total sea strength. The sub- 
marine force of 400 or more 
is often described as a_ great 
menace to our shores. But two

If we are drawn into war in the 
Near East or Eastern Europe, or 
off China’s coast, Russia could 
lunch massive and devastating at- 
tacks. If pressed, they could atom- 
bomb Britain’s cities and our own 
cities. But that will be war — and 
not a Communist revolution. When 
the war is over — as in World War 
I and World War II —then will 
come the thrust of revolution, for 
the Communist doctrinaire consid- 
ers war not as revolution but as the 
handmaiden of the revolution. 
The Communist plan of conquest 
is very simple—and yet much 
more dangerous than the traditional 
invading armies of the past. It is 
something new, its force of the kind 
that cannot be stopped by physical 
weapons. Briefly, the principle of 
the revolution as designed by Marx, 
implemented by Lenin, then revised, 
enlarged and further implemented 
by Stalin and his successors, is 
based on the philosophy that capi- 
talism has in it the seeds of its own 
destruction, that capitalism makes 
the rich richer and the poor poorer 
and will continue to do so until it 
is destroyed by its own weight. The 
tak of Communist revolutionaries 
as taught from the beginning is to 
augment and hasten this process in 
all possible ways, undermining and 
subverting the capitalist system and 
state by every tool and method that 
can be devised. But the Communist 
party rule of each country — in or- 
der to work — must at all times be 
native Communist, with native “pro- 
letariat” leaders. 
The Communist’s plan of con- 
quest makes clear in all of its 
teachings, moreover, that the capi- 
talist state must be ready for revo- 
lution before the native proletariat 
(whom the Communist agents and 
infiltrators have organized and arm- 
ed) should attempt the revolt which 
is expected to lead to the revolution 
and the establishemnt of the native 
Communist party rule. 
The Communists would never 
hesitate to use the armies of Russia 
if they thought they could thereby 
destroy a capitalist state and aid in 
establishing the local Communist 


party in power. But the world

synchronized like the movements of a Swiss watch. It is difficult to con- 
ceive of such precision without close planning between all three parties. 

It was very clever. Too clever. The aims and tactics of the “Chris- 
tian” nations now appear at one with the tactics of the Kremlin — to get 
what we want, no matter to whom it belongs and by whatever means is 
required. “The end justifies the means,” said Karl Marx. 


HE AIMS OF BRITAIN AND FRANCE IN EGYPT are: (1) To 

take the Canal away from Egypt, though it flows through Egypt and 
was created in Egypt when that nation was a chattel of the British and 
French empires. (2) To open the way for British troops to return and 
stand guard again over the oil wells of the Near East. (3) To prevent 
President Nasser from giving any ideas about nationalization to the ragged, 
destitute peoples in the oil-rich Near East who can so easily be stirred by 
such suggestions, whether they come from Nasser or the Communist agi- 
tators. (4) To remove the source of encouragement and supplies that were 
flowing from Nasser’s Egypt to the rebellious natives who have been 
hacking away at the French African empire. 


THE BRITISH AND FRENCH CLAIM that the Soviet was using 
the turbulent Near East situation — and Nasser — as a channel of revo- 
lutionary activity. They are right. But will this be any less true now? 
How do you think one billion people of color — from Tokyo to Cape- 
town, South Africa — are reacting to the fact that white armies, expertly 
trained and heavily armed with the most modern scientific weapons, spring 
suddenly out of the skies upon poorly armed, badly trained sorties of 
Near East Orientals — and leave them in bloody litters about their homes 
and cities, bordering the 110 miles of the Canal? There is so little differ- 
ence between this and the scenes in Hungary that the white West has 
nothing it can say about the brutalities of communism. 


RACIALISTS, SPOKESMEN FOR U. S. OIL MONOPOLIES 
(which have skillfully kept their involvements with the British and 
French tactics secret but whose interests are inseparable), are now exert- 
ing great pressure on American news channels to picture all of this as just 
a part of the cold war, a clever move to block Russia’s aggression and to 
curb the Soviet’s designs on the Near East oil. This campaign to blind the 
American conscience and to color public thought will no doubt succeed, 
because the oil, rubber, tin and shipping cartels, supplemented by the vo- 
ciferous racialists, can exert tremendous pressure on all phases of govern- 
ment and public information. On many matters, they are the dictators of 
the State Department, as any one knows who has traveled much in the 
Near East and the Far East and is familiar with embassy life. The im- 
mense profits derived from Near East oil are used adroitly and effectively 


to create influence wherever it is needed. Once State Department policy

Communist party leaders realize 
that such a control is limited, that 
resentment and revolt against an 
occupational army is bound to cre- 
ate stress and bring eventual revolt 
against the mother Soviet, as hap- 
pened recently in Hungary. The 
Moscow Communists also realize 
that, in creating the “universal 
Soviet state,” the amount of terri- 
tory that can thus be occupied is 
limited and that the universal So- 
viet state cannot therefore be cre- 
ated by the power of the Russian 
armies,that such an attempt would 
break the whole system down. 

As Lenin emphasized, the Com- 
munist revolution must not be 
pushed except in those territories 
which are ripe for the revolution, 
and where the “native landless 
peasants and impoverished ex- 
ploited propertyless workers,” who 
can no longer endure the oppres- 
sion, are well organized, well arm- 
ed and disciplined by party leaders 
for the revolutionary effort. Con- 
sequently,no moral scruples are in- 
volved; the Moscow tyrants would 
be quick to dump their theories 
and use the Soviet armies to con- 
quer the world for communism — 
if they believed it could be done 
this way. But here communism 
contributes something new to the 
world’s political experience — the 
recognition that, in this day, con- 
quest must happen within a nation 
and that a conquest, to endure, 
must be maintained from within. 
Go to your public library and read 
Communist literature on doctrin- 
aire and strategy, and you will find 
this basic tenet in every chapter. 
and on almost every page. 

Now into this picture of the 
revolution enters the problem of 
military tactics in terms of the de- 
fense of Russia, which absorbs the 
Soviet army leaders far more than 
do plans for expanding the revo- 
lution. Whenever the area involved 
is important in terms of tactics, in 
terms of keeping Russian frontiers 
strong, then the Russian army 
marches in and stays there—revo- 
lution or no revolution. Thus the 
Russian armies stayed in the Baltic 
states, in East Germany, in Poland, 
in Hungary and Bulgaria, and kept 
a firm hand on North Korea — all 
areas important as approaches for 
an invasion against Russia and all 
of them used in the past as path- 
ways for invasion into Russia. But 
Soviet armies have not occupied 
Czechoslovakia, Finland, China, 
Ho Min’s Communist state in In- 
dochina or North Korea (although 
keeping a firm hand there, remem- 
bering the Japanese use of Korean 
waters and peninsulas as pathways 
for attack against Russia). 

In their liberalization of the con- 


cept of the universal Soviet state,

to meet the unforeseen virility of 
capitalism, Stalin’s successors were 
willing for Poland and Hungary to 
be independent though friendly 
Communist states, like Tito’s Yu- 
goslavia. As Poland gains this in- 
dependence, but remains friendly 
to Russia, Poland will keep that 
independence. But if the Polish 
Red Government shows signs of 
throwing out all Communist lead- 
ership, thus opening itself to an 
alliance with the West, you will 
see the Russian armies move in 
fast, for Russia has been invaded 
many times from the plains of Po- 
land. This has little to do with the 
Communist revolution. It is mili- 
tary tactics. This is what happened 
in Hungary, though the story has 
been much confused and consider- 
ably distorted in the U. S. The Red 
armies blasted their way back into 
Hungary because: 

(1) The independent Communist 
state (modelled after Tito’s Yugo- 
slavia which Moscow was permit- 
ting) wasn’t staying put. Budapest 
leaders were yielding to the de- 
mands of the populace for the 
right to renounce communism al- 
together. That was wonderful from 
our viewpoint, but if we look at a 
map we can see why Russia, in 
terms of military tactics, could not 
tolerate the move, for the map re- 
veals that Hungary opens a path 
into the very heart of the Soviet. 
An independent Hungary, de- 
nouncing all Communist associa- 
tions, would be open to an alliance 
unfriendly to Russia. In turn, Hun- 
gary affords a path from the So- 
viet into Yugoslavia, which remains 
an ally of Russia, though an inde- 
pendent Red state. 

(2) As we point out elsewhere 
in this issue, it was the British- 
French attack into Egypt (to pro- 
tect their “national interests”) that 
gave the Russians an excuse (to 
protect their “national interests”) 
for whirling their armies around 
and blasting their way back into 
Hungary. The Soviet leaders had a 
right to assume that Hungary would 
be employed by the West as a pos- 
sible alliance leading to the very 
doorstep of the Soviet. Indeed, 
Washington was filled with de- 
mands that we give all aid to a 
Hungarian free government. There 
is also the necessity for Russia, in 
terms of military defense need, to 
keep a path open to the Mediter- 
ranean (through the Adriatic) 
which became a point of prime 
importance in view of the new war 
threatening in the Near East. If 
Hungary broke its alliance with 
the U.S.S.R., then the Russians’ 
only access to the Mediterranean 
would be further East where the 
Turkish armies, the strongest anti- 


Russian forces in Europe, could 
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conforms to the interest of the giant oil corporations, then even official 
U. S. publicity underlines the propaganda of these interests as it floods the 
country through the voices that speak for them in press and radio. 

There. is genuinely grave danger that the Soviets will seize this 
chaotic situation to infiltrate armed “volunteers” and supplies into the 
Middle East. The situation is made to order for the Communist doctrinaire 
and can set half the world aflame. Out of such chaos and destruction, 
only the revolutionary tyrants stand to gain. 


UT THE GREATEST LOSS IS SPIRITUAL when the “Christian” 
West resorts to violence. Not only do the Communist proponents of 
Marxist materialism now have a devastating propaganda weapon to aim 
at the flagrant contradictions and hypocracies of the “Christian” capital- 
ists, but the great non-Christian religions have new enlarged areas of 
thought opened to them as a result of the bomb blasts in the Near East. 


THE GREAT NON-CHRISTIAN RELIGIONS have all made 
much of the unlimited powers of violence which the “Christian” West has 
loosed upon the world. This has been the principal basis of the resurgence 
of the non-Christian religious faiths, an awakening which has become a 
significant factor in the life of Asia. We must remember that both of the 
largest non-Christian faiths — Buddhism and Hinduism, whose followers 
far outnumber the Christian population on the globe —are religions of 
non-violence which forbid killing of all forms and under all circumstances. 
Hundreds of millions of adherents to these faiths will not eat flesh in any 
form, and their doctrines of non-violence, though clothed in many super- 
stitions, go deep and affect the everyday life of each believer. The Mo- 
hammedans do not subscribe to non-violence, but the modern prophets of 
Islam have revitalized their doctrines of brotherhood as taught in the 
Koran, preaching with fresh zeal that Islam recognizes no difference in 
race or clan, permitting no racial injustice such as that practiced by white 
“Christians” in America, Africa and, until recently, in Asia. 

MISSIONARIES AND OTHER CHRISTIAN WITNESSES try to 
explain the contradictions in Christianity, admitting the addiction to vio- 
lence by the white West, although Jesus taught non-violence, and trying 
to picture these failures as common to all men. But, as one missionary in 
India said to your editor, “Our voices are reduced to a whisper by the con- 
tinued atomic bomb tests and by the attitudes prevailing in the copies of 
Life, Time and Newsweek which reach this country.” 


THE BUDDHISTS, HINDUS AND MOHAMMEDANS have 
carried on their campaigns with great vigor, increasing the influence of 
their ancient faiths and discrediting Christianity at every opportunity. 
They have won back large numbers of those in Japan and elsewhere who 
were “converted” to Christianity in the waves of superficial “quickie” 
evangelism that followed the American occupational forces in many areas. 


Whether we call today’s struggle communism vs. democracy, or 
East vs. West, it is a revolutionary struggle with spiritual forces at the 
heart of it. This was forcibly evident in the revolts in Poland and Hungary. 
Throngs in the streets of Polish cities not only cried, “Down with Russia, 
“Out with Rokossovsky” (the Moscow Polish military chief), but they also 
cried “Long live Cardinal Wyszynski.” Stefan Cardinal Wyszynski is the 
brave priest who has defied the Communist leaders in pulpit and in prison. 
Then in Hungary, Protestant Bishop Ordass and Cardinal Mindszenty, and 
in Yugoslavia, Cardinal Stepanitz and others have also made the cross a 
center of power in the resistance against tyranny. 


ANKIND NOW SEEKS DELIVERANCE from two monsters, 

communism and war. In saving itself from the first, the Christian 
West has embraced the second. We often hear of the “second coming” 
of Christ. Perhaps, since he has been crucified afresh so near where they 
killed him before, he will reappear among the religions of the East which 
at this moment could offer him a far more congenial atmosphere than 
he would find, we fear, in Paris or London. What about Washington? 


Dwight Eisenhower was re-elected because the people felt he sin- 
cerely seeks a Christian peace and that, being a five-star general, he has 
the advantage of great prestige in dealing with other governments and 
other men. But twice during his last Administration, senators from his 
own party demanded that we go to war; once the Vice-President threw his 
weight in that direction. The only force that can support the President 
and curb these elements in Congress and outside of Congress is the force 
of your own voice. Because Eisenhower denounced the violence in both the 
Near East and Hungary — America is now more than ever the center of 
Western influence, despite the many things that erode that influence. But 
America will be “standin’ in the need of prayer” during coming months, 
and especially in need of men and women with an informed Christian 
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strike through weak Bulgaria and 

Rumania, cutting Russia off from 

the Aegean and Adriatic, and thys 

from the Mediterranean. 

These angles cannot be oye. | 
looked without a confused ¢op. 
cept of the “threat of commun. 
ism.” The turmoil created by cop. 
flict in the Near East provides a per. 
fect setting for the Communist ip. 
filtration. The chaos, destruction 
and despair which war will bring 
will be used by the Red agents 
to the utmost. But it is es 
sential to our own security that 
America clearly comprehends the 
true nature of Communist expan. 
sion and understands where Russia 
will react strongly and naturally in 
terms of her own defense. When 
our military extremists, ignoring 
Russia’s natural desire to keep her 
own frontiers strong, make moves 
with U. S. arms that compel or 
justify Russian military reaction 
in her own defense, then we are 
not being threatened by commu- 
nism, but by our own blindness and 
our devotion to violence as a cure- 
all for the world’s ills. If by wis- 
dom, patience and Christian under- 
standing we keep the peace, com- 
munism cannot win. The cries in 
the streets of Warsaw and Buda- 
pest witness to that. Only time is 
needed to consumate that victory. 
But if we resort to the blind use 
of violence, then communism and 
tyranny will win, for all other forms 
of strength will have been crushed.

GOOD NEWS: In this hour of 
international anarchy, it is good to 
learn of international cooperation 
that is working. The 11th annual 
report of the International Bank for 
Reconstruction and Development 
(World Bank) reveals that nearly 
$400 million has been loaned to 
various nations during the past 
years, with net earnings of nearly 
$30 million. Not only is this inter- 
national cooperation but it is a prof- 
itable operation and not a “give 
away.” Three-fourths of this year's 
loans were devoted to the develop- 
ment of electric power, railroads 
and shipping facilities, with the re- 
mainder going to agriculture, indus- 
try and cultural developments. The 
World Bank started in 1946 and 
has now loaned a total of well over 
$2 billion to 42 different countries. 
In many instances the World Bank 
supervises the projects undertaken 
by the nations who borrow funds, 
providing technical and financial ad- 
vice. Many countries have been 
able to repay their loans before due. 
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
